A LETTER TO WOMEN 


Republican Nominee Urges Heart of 
The World Not be Broken by 
Any More Delusion ‘ 


WOULD UNITE ON NEW SCHEME 


(B y United Press) 
Marion, Ohio, Sept. 15.—A new 
proposition tu other nations for the 
prevention of war and estab lishment 
of friendly relations, was urged b y 
Senator Warren G. Harding, repub ­ 
lican presidential candidate, today 
in a letter to 
repub lican 
women 
throughout the country. 
“We are desirous 
of preventing 
war,” Harding 
said. 
“Let us ncrt 
b reak the heart of the world b y any 
more delusion. 
Let us unite Amer­ 
ica b ehind a new proposal to 
the 
other countries. 
“Let us b e for the prevention of 
war and for amicab le relationship in 
the world administation. 
Let us in 
doing this preserve our own national 
conscience at home and not check it 
at Geneva. 
Let us estab lish work­ 
ab le relationship. 
We don’t want 
one which is fair in promise, while 
it fails to prevent useless b loodshed 
to which our men’s veins would con­ 
trib ute. 
“Let us estab lish one in faith and 
honor, which 
will 
have a united 
America b ehind it.”

The township tax was left at 
three cent, the road tax wras raised 
from nine to twelve cent!, the spe­ 
cial school fund from 25 to 26, the 
tuition fund from thirteen to 21, and 
the school b ond tax remains at the 
same figure, seven cents.

Many clover fields of Rush county 
have 
produced 
an 
ex ceptionally 
large yield of clover seed this year. 
Both the yield and the acreage are 
unusually large. 
Ab out half of the 
clover will b e cut for seed and some 
hulling is now going on over the 
county. 
The 
price of clover seed 
has b een out- in half ijinoe last year. 
The corn crop for the county will 
b e one of the largest in the history 
of the county, b oth from a stand­ 
point of yield and acreage, unless it 
is nipped b y an early 
frost.* Al­ 
though a great * deal 
of corn w*as 
planted late, a light frost would not 
damage the crop, greatly and it is 
thought that the crop will b e out of 
danger in a short time. 
Fanners of Rush county sowed 
some of their wheat af an early date 
last year to avoid winter killing and 
in doing so, lost the greater part of 
the early sown wheat as a result of 
the attacks of the Hessian fly. The 
government b ureau in recommending 
Septemb er 30 to Oct. 2, the safe 
planting date for Rush county, has 
taken into consideration the danger 
from winter killing and has set the 
adjusted date as the b est time for 
sowing to avoid b oth the Hessian 
fly and winter killing. 
Rush county farmers will prob ab ly 
have 
everything 
in readiness for 
sow'ing at ab out 
that 
date, or as 
soon thereafter as possib le. Should 
ab normal climatic conditions 
arise 
which would make it unadvis&b le to 
plant at the time given, w*ord will he 
sent to the formers, far enough iii

The num­ 
ber of high schools having increased 
452 percent since 1890 to a present 
total of nearly 17,000.

covenant, which will give the small- 
er member nations equal chances of 
representation on the league coun- 
cil, will be introduced at the first 
league assembly at Geneva by Nor- 
way, Denmark and Sweden. 


The amendment, one of four which 


will be brought forward by 
the 


Scandinavian nations, has the en- 
thusiastic approval of all the South 
American republics, and if adopted | 
wiir secure for the minor members of 
the league far greater representa- 
tion than was provided for in the or- 
dinal covenant. 


"The object of the amendment", 


declared a Scandinavian represen- 
tative of the league, "is to regularize 
the method of selecting the four 
non-permanent members 
of 
the 


council by providing that the assem- 
bly shall, after the firsf selections, 
name, a new state each year to serve 
for a period of four years and'not 
to be subject to re-election for the 
following period. The suggestion is 
intended to secure successive 
re- 


presentation on the council of n 
large number of states and at the 
same time making only one change 
of membership each year to main- 
tain the necessary continuity of the 
council." 


The other three amendments pro- 


vide for: (1) the strengthening of 
the position of the assembly by pro- 
viding for a fixed annual meeting. li 
also proposes that on the demand of 
meeting can be called at any iime by 
ten members a special assembly 
the secretary-general. 


(2) the omission of the word "gen- 


jraUy" from the f olhrwing j 
in Article Thirteen: __ 


"Disputes as to itie inferpretatiqn 


of a'tieaty as to any question of in- 
ternational law, as to the existence 
of ariy fact, which, if established 
would constitute' a 'breach, of.. any 
international, obligation, or as to the 
extent and nature of the reparation 
to be made for any such breach, are 
declared to be among those which 
are GENERALLY suitable for sub- 
mission to arbitration". 


The purpose, it was pointed out, 


of this suggestion is to make the ob- 
ligation to resort to arbitration more 
absolute and more precise.
